Previous to this in the tenth century, the 
invention of the iron horse shoe and a really 
effective harness marked the first renewings 
of investigation. That horse shoe end harness 
remain today, practicaliy unchanged. 

In the twelfth century, the Arab invasion of 
Spain brought Eastern knowledge into the West. 
This gave these first feeble movements fresh 
impetus. Bacon, Lesnardo da Vinci, Copernicus 
and Galileo, following Aristotle’s methcads, 
though they opposed his conclusions, opened 
the channels for the investigation of physical 
phenomena. From 1600 A.D. the 
tricking runlet of scientific research was 
swollen by tributaries till it became the great 


river of today. 

The scientific method, which Aristotle had 
postulated—investigate—observe—record — was 
accepted hy increasing numbers of research 
workers. Newton's “Principia” in 1687 followed 
by Watt's steam engine as a prime mover, about 


onwards 


a century later, were highlights of an irresis-, 


tible movement. This broke down the resis- 
tance of a strenuous opposition, in so far as, the 
physical sciences were concerned. 

Beaten in that field, the “Die-Hards” and 
“Last-Ditchers” of that opposition, for there 
are always such types to be found, entrenched 
themselves in their ancient stronghold of gov- 
ernment. Ably assisted by the new finance, 
which came into existence during the four- 
teenth century, they endeavoured to utilise the 
new discoveries to the benefit of their personal 
power, glory and greed. 

The method of scientific research had now 
too strong a hold to be denied. Slowly, pain- 
Stakingly, facts were collected, coded, examined 
and classified, even in the last retreats of ani- 
mism, mysticism, magic, speculation and phipo- 
sophic inquiry 

One after-effect of the war of 1914-1918 was 
the deliberate entry of groups of scientific re- 
search workers into the hitherto sacrosanct 
social field. This is the field that includes gov- 
ernment, business, finance and social behaviour 
in general and is the last great territory of the 
ancient cults to be attacked by science 

With patience and unbiassed minds, with 
accurate instruments and keen skilled observa- 
tion, this entry was made. Step by step, the 
facts were arranged, collated, compared and the 
relations between them established in the 
formulation of the necessary scientific laws. 

Steadily the work went forward, for the 
most part unheralded and unsung. However 
the work of one group showed that the valid 
implications to be derived from the facts were 
too important to be withheld from a despondent 
world, suffering the scarcity in the midst of 
abundance. 

With the publication of those facts, similar 

forces to those, that had imprisoned Bacon, 
threatened to burn Galileo, decried Newton, 
mocked at Watt, derided Stephenson's locomo- 
tive, sneered at Fulton's steamboat and ridi- 
culed the first automobile and airplane, arose 
embattled. With a flood of innuendo, half- 
truths, misrepresentation and ridicule, they 
deavoured to submerge the factual truths of 
this new branch of science. 
+ All the followers of the ancient anthropom- 
orphic cults, disregarding their internecine dif- 
ferences combined to fight against this doctrine 
that struck at the very foundations of their 
vested interests and inherited beliefs, 

Magna est Veritas, et prevalabit. Great is 
truth and it will prevail. As Galileo eventually 
destroyed the power of the priesthood by re- 
moving man from the centre of the universe. 
As Newton's laws finally deme d the divine 
right of kings in showing that all men as well 
as nature obeyed the same natural laws. As 
Watt's steam engine in the course of time freed 
the chattel slaves. So Howard Scott's “Theory 
of Energy Determinants” will in due season re- 
lease the people of the North American conti- 
nent from the perils of scarcity and economic 
insecurity forced on them by the price system.

make sure that the abdominal muscles of all 
those of the body, as they support the ab- 
dominal muscles remain strong. In many ways 
these muscles are the most valuable of all those 
of the body, as they support

and flabby, the organs are 
not held in their proper posi-

In the average civilized patient, the abdom- 


inal muscles are weak. The first cause is the 
erect position, which allows the vital organs to 
sag downward, because of the pull of gravity. 
If man walked on all fours the organs would 
hang in their natural pesitions. 

The second cause is a sedentary life where 
most of the day is spent sitting down or in light 
activity which fails to provide the big muscles 
over the abdomen with enough work to do to 
keep them strong. The third cause is poor 
posture with the shoulders in a humped-over 
position which encourages a protrusion of the 
abdominal contents producing a “pot-belly” 
appearance. 

However, it is entirely possible for an ath- 
lete to have abdominal muscles which are com- 
paratively weak due to the fact that the exer- 
cise which has been taken has developed the 
legs, arms or shoulders, and has not been the 
right kind to build up the abdominal muscles. 
For example, champion golfers, baseball pit- 
chers and others, have benefited from special 
exercises given to these muscles over the front 
of the abdomen. 

When the abdominal muscles are developed 
to the point where they are firm enough to keep 
the lower abdomen flat, the patient notices a 
great increase in endurance. If the muscles are 
week all your body, it important to 
strengthen those of the abdominal area. 

Women in particular find many advantages 
in muscular development of that kind, as the 
muscles will then provide a natural corset or 
girdle, which means that artificial support may 
omitted Also, the strengthening of the 
abdominal organs in many cases has a desirable 
effect in helping to prevent many of the dis- 
orders common to women, which disorders are 
partly encouraged to develop because of flabby 
muscles.

One of the common sesults of weakened 
abdominal muscle is prolapsus and when the 
organs are prolapsed or fallen, constipation very 
often develops and can not be satisfactorily 
overcome until the colon is restored to its nor- 
mal position, No matter how strictly the patient 
diets, he will find that the sluggish elimination 
is not relieved until the underlying prolapsus is 
banished.

Answer: The remedy you outline for the 
aid of constipation is a harmless and undoubt- 
edly an effective one. However, all such 
remedies, even though harmless, are habit- 
forming and cannot by any means be considered 
a cure; they are merely temporary aids. I have 
found the best cure for this condition to be 
proper diet and exercise. Normal elimination, 
especially for a girl of your age, should be 
brought about and maintained through these 
means. 

(Cannot Bend Finger) 

Question: Madge W. writes: “I have a little 
sister whose finger is stiff. I believe she cut it 
with a razor where the finger bends at the 
second joint, and it has now been stiff for three 
years, She is able to bend it only a little by 
will, Can you recommend any particular exer- 
cise? The finger was not bady cut at the time 
of the accident, and we thought it would clear 
up in time, but such is not the case.” 

Answer: Your little sister may have cut the 
nerve supplying the muscles of the finger, or 
she may have cut the tendons which move it. 
The best plan is for her to exercise the finger 
as much as she is able and bend it with her 
other hand, at the same time trying to concen- 
trate on bending it intentionally. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Peter J. asks: “Can you 
tell me the cause and cure, if any, of the dark 
spots and freckles that appear on the face and 
hands after middle age?” 

ANSWER: The spots such as you describe 
are usually caused by the presence of bile pig- 
ment in the skin because of systemic acidosis. 
If you can increase the alkalinity of the body 
by using the correct diet, these will probably 
cease to form, and those present will disappear 
as the skin scales off.

Alberta is not the only Province in which experimental 
financial reform excites the interest of the Electors. 


British Columbia is rapidly becoming one big Provincial 
nightschool wherein the Electors eagerly study any plan 
brought forward to break the money famine. 


In Vancouver-Burrard bye-election a socialist candidate 
on a platform of government control of life and industry 
which would have been considered dangerous communism 
ten years ago, ran a close second to a candidate supporting 
the government now in power. 


The Social Credit movement is also being actively urged 
upon the Electors of British Columbia. Mr. Norman 
Jacques, the member of the Canadian Parliament for the 
Alberta constituency of Wetaskiwin recently visited sev- 
eral cities in British Columbia, speaking under the auspices 
of the B.C. Social Credit League. From each of these cities 
the report is the same; a representative audience; a good 
reception; careful attention; and an intelligent presenta- 
tion of the objects and claims of Social Credit. 


This eagerness of the public mind to gain control of 
some machinery which will break the money famine can- 
not be laughed away or explained away. 


The safest use which can now be made of money is to 
offer it on instalment loans to people who will build some- 
thing or renovate something. The small loans are even 
more important than the large ones; but the only limit 
need be some reasonable security. For example had there 
been a system of lending out relief money on instalment 
plans since 1930, and even calculating that only fifty per 
cent of the loans were recoverable, the nation would have 
been enriched by about one billion dollars worth of newly 
constructed or renovated fixed assets and would have been 
repaid nearly three hundred million dollars in real money. 
Instead of that the money was uselessly and grudgingly 
paid out without any percentage of opportunity or re- 
covery. 

Human effort along lines of opportunity, great or 
small, is at once the only safeguard against further de- 
flation.

Cistern water is very 
impure—to contain anim 
vegetable matter that makes it un- 
fit for drinking and cooking. This 
need not be the case; for water in a 
}cistern that is properly built and 
| cared for can be pure and healthful 
The cistern itself should be of 
ample size, and so tight that noth- 
ing can enter it except wat No 
water should be permitted to enter 
that is not pure. 

I know of a cistern in a country 
house that has been providing pure 
water for upwards of 30 years 
It is 14 feet deep and 10 feet in 
diameter, built of brick, and lined 
with a fairly heavy coat of a mix- 
ture of one part of portland cement 
to 2% parts of clean building sand 
| The brick was wet at the time the 
| Coat was applied, and the coat was 
kept damp during three wecks of 
drying. This assured complete cur- 
ing and full density. The upper 
part of the cistern walls were 
brought together, so that the cistern 
has the shape of a jug. The neck 
is square, 4 feet on a side, 6 inches 
thick, and is brought 8 inches above 
the ground level. Its top is covered 
with a tight lid made of two thick- 
nesses of cypress. In the center of

MOSCOW, Sept. 9.— Great im- 
provement in the material welfare 
of Soviet workers during the last 
year and more is claimed by the| 
Moscow administration of statistics, | 
which presents figures showing 
how incomes and family budgets 


had increased, and shows how con-| 
sumption of food grew accordingly. 

The average monthly earnings of | 
a worker's family of a Moscow 
ball bearing plant were 358 roubles 
in April, 1934, against 468 roubles 
in April, 1935, and 570 roubles in 
April of this year, the administra: | 
tion's figures showed In the 
course of two years the earnings 
of a worker's family of the Stalin 
automobile plant increased by 53 
per cent; of the Hammer and 
Sickle plant by 60 per cent, while | 
at the textile plant Trekhgornaya 
Manufactura average earnings of | 
a similar family increased from 
274 roubles a month in April, 1934, 
to 563 roubles this year 

Greater increases in the purchase 
of foodstuffs by the average worker 
were cited in the statistics. The 
figures as presented showed that 
in April. 1936. families of the Stalin 
automobile plant bought double the 
amount of meat in comparison with 
April, 1934, seven times as much 
macaroni, 25 times as much lard 
eight times many eggs and 10 
times as much vegetable o1!. The
